St. Louis, June 5—A car filled with

The sries of assaults upon women has

She was knocked 
dawn repeatedly, but finally made -her 
escape into an open door. She closed 
and bolted the door behind Her, and 
the woman of the house went to the 
window with a shotgun and warned the 
crowd to desist from throwing stones. 
It speedily obeyed. 


The strikers resent any intimation 


that they were in any way connected 
with the trouble. President Mahon 
made a statement in which he said:— 


"The attacks made on women by 


crowds claiming to be sympathizers of 
the strikers are cowardly, brutal and 
unprovoked. The men who perpetrate 
such an outrage deserve to be bang-cd 
to the nearest telegraph pole. The 
union will take cognizance of thest at- 
tacks, and if any union man. is found 
joining in any one of them he will be 
severely flealt with by the organiza- 
tion. 


Chief of Police Campbell, in an order 


called forth by the outrages, says:— 


'Law and order must prevail, no mat- 


ter how many toughs and hoodums 
must be killed. 


"Too 
many defenseless women have 


been beaten and stripped of their cloth- 
ing, 
and if arrests and court prosecu- 


tions do no good guns will be freely 
used." 
This morning when the

ministration's imperialistic policy." 


At great length Mr. Pettlgrew argued 


that the Filipinos were alliee of the 
United States. He said he had no de- 
sire to impeach the veracity of Admiral 
Dewey, but since the admiral had de- 
nounced a» false his (Pettigrew's) state- 
ment that the admiral had recognized 
the Filipinos as allies and had saluted 
their flag, he (Pettlgre-w) felt It incum- 
bent upon Mm to present the facts and 
let the American people Judge as to the 
admiral's veracity. 


He presented a mass of matter in sup- 


port of his contention, but nothing new 
except a letter from th« executive officer 
of the Olympla (Admiral Dewey's flag- 
ihip), who wrote that while no naval 
salute was made to the Filipino flag, the 
Olympla's flag was dipped to the Fili- 
pino colors.

It Is 
considered certain that a reckless in- 
cendiary is at work, as half a score of 
minor fires have occurred recently, be- 
sides the two which fcave caused heavy 
damages, and one of which brought loss 
of life. 


By the two most recent fires the town 


has lost its chief Industry, its town hall 
and practically all of its school accom- 
modations, and the aggregate financial 
loss is $150,000.

WAR IS PRACTICALLY OVER 


Philippine War Confined Most- 


ly to the Lower Class, Says 


Major General Otis 


Ban Francisco, June 5.—After five flays 


in quarantine, Major General Otis, who 
anrtvad last Wednesday from Manila, 
was allowed to land yesterday. 
Be- 


cause of several cases of smallpox on 
board the transport Meade, General Otis 
and all on board had to submit to vac- 
cination. General Otis spent the after- 
noon receiving callers and preparing fop 
his departure east. It had been decided 
to receive General Otis here with full 
military honors, but for some reason this 
ceremony WJIB omitted. 


When seen by a representative of the 


Associated Press General Otis, in re- 
sponae to a request that he make a state- 
ment of the situation in the Philippine, 
said that he could not comply with the 
request, as such action, in his Judgment, 
would be inconsistent with his duty aa 
an officer of the army. 


Asked what would be the effect on th» 


war if the report of Aguinaldo's death 
were true, General Otis said that the war 
was practically ended; that Aguinaldo's 
followers were deserting fast, and those 
who now remained with him were gen- 
erally of the lower class. Most of his 
officers had left him, though some still 
remained In touch with him. Some of 
those who had left him were now en- 
gaged in business in Manila and other* 
were hiding in the mountains.. Many of 
his closest followers, the general said, 
were very friendly toward the United 
States', and as soon as the natives in gen- 
eral gained confidence in the friendly 
offices of the Americans there would be 
little difficulty in bringing them to 
terms. Asked as to the commercial 
value of the islands, the general eaid 
that they were vastly rich, especially In 
hemp, sugar and tobacco, and as> soon as 
the situation became more quiet busi- 
ness of all kinds would Increase tre- 
mendously, as it was doing now. 


General Otis would not state whether 


or not he favored the retention of the 
islands by this country. In response to 
a query he said: "We have got them 
now. What are we to do about it?" 


Regarding the number of troops and 


the condition of the soldiers, General 
Otis said: "There are 66.000 effective 
troops scattered among the islands now 
engaged in the protection of the people 
from guerilla warfare, Which is rampant 
in some sections. The general health of 
the troops is exceedingly good, the per- 
centage of the sick for the month of 
April being but 10 percent. The Ameri- 
cana can stand the climate better than 
the Filipinos, and especially during the 
rainy season did rthelr health impress 
me. The men are becoming, acclimated 
and, though it may become necessary 
to send out relief troops at times, it will 
hardly be necessary to send soldiers very 
frequently." 


General Otis said that his own health 


was excellent. He left for Washington 
last night and will report to the president 
at once. He could not Stale when his re- 
port of the situation would be ready, but 
said he would first make a verbal report 
to the authorities in Washington and 
later hand in an extended written re- 
port

The committee will go at the ex- 
pense of the Lorraine company, and will 
visit such mills as manufacture the 
same class of goods. Rates of wages 
and prices of goods will be ascertained 
and the result reported to the main body 
of striken here. 


Boston, June 5.—The United States de • 


partment of agriculture, climate and 
crop service of the weather bureau, New 
England section, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending June 4: 


The 'veek has bp.ei; tavorable for both 


agricultural wo»K and growth of crops. 
The surface of the ground has been 
warm enough to cause greater develop- 
ment in vegetation than during any pre- 
ceding week of the season. The ab- 
sence of rain during the first part of th« 
week has enabled farmers to make rapid 
progress in the plan ting of crops. In the 
southern district, including Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut al- 
most all planting has been completed; 
In the three nerthern states of the sec- 
tion considerable seeding is yet to be 
done. 


Rye has headed In Massachusetts and 


looks well. Early corn in places was 
cut down by the frost, necessitating 
considerable replanting. Much corn in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont 
is yet to be planted. Oats have made a 
rapid growth during the week and are 
promising. 


Aside from the check due to the dry 


weather of the early part of the week 
the grass crop has made rapid progress. 
Meadows in Maine are reported to be In 
excellent condition, though the pastures 
are not yet sufficiently advanced to af- 
ford satisfactory grazing. 
I 


The frost of May 29 did much damage 


to strawberries, destroying the more 
advanced, and thus delaying the crop. 
Apples in the northern districts are now 
in bloom, and the weather is favorable 
for pollenlzlng. There are not the large 
number of caterpillars that wrought 
such havoc last season, but trees that 
were badly worm eaten last year have 
not bloomed. Plum and pear trees are 
reported to be well laden. Cranberry 
bogs suffered slightly by the frost of the 
29th. There will be some peaches in 
Rhode Island. 


Some potatoes were damaged by the 


frost of the 29th. Potato bugs are re- 
ported in Rhode Island and Massachu- 
setts. Many potato fields have been 
hoed. Gardens are tt^w growing rapidly 
and vegetables are rapidly recovering 
from the effects of cool weather. 


Much tobacco Is now being set in 


Massachusetts and Connecticut. The 
ground Is in excellent condition, being 
warm tor the first time this spring.

Kansas wheat belt, says the state will 
harvest 85,000,000 bushels of wheat 


| and that harvesting will begin In south- 
| «rn Kansas by June 12. Nothing can 


occur now to Injure the crop except de- 
structive storms, as the earth has been 
regularly soaked with timely rains. 
Tbe other night nearly all of central 
Kansas was visited with heavy down- 
pours, the rainfall in several counties 
being more than three inches. 


Inspector McKenzie and grain men 


say the greatest danger threatened la 
a dearth of laboring men to harvest 
the great crop of wheat Sumner coun- 
ty alone, which has an acreage of 294,- 
000, will have to Import at least 1,000 
men to assist In saving the crop. Tbe 
same condition .exists In 20 other coun- 
ties. Where the 20,000 extra men will 
come from necessary to save all the 
Kansas wheat the farmers do not 
know, but they declare such number 
will be needed, says tbe St. Louis Re- 
public.

This message purports to come in 


cipher. President Kruger commands 
the telegraph eastward from Pretoria, 
and telegraphic news from Pretoria to 
Lorenzo Marquez has ceased; but the 
messengers of newspaper correspond- 
ents continue to paett to and fro on the 
railway. The latest to arrive at Lorenzo 
Marquez brings events at the Boer cap- 
ital down to a late hour Friday night. 
At that time, accordiBj to these sources 
of information, the military leaders had 
quite recovered from the panic and had 
determined to defend the town. 


One message, which is dated June 1, 


•ays Pretoria is full of strange burghers, 
but most of the commandos are laagered 
outside. A great war council of gen- 
erals has just concluded Its delibera- 
tions. 
The decision as to the future 


military course has not been made 
known. Louis Botha and Delarey sat in 
tbe council. 


The news from the minor theatres of 


hostilities is less cryptic. The Boer op- 
erations to break Lord Roberts' commu- 
nications have been completely baffled, 
and the Boer columns are in danger of 
being surrounded by the Britten forcea 
at Ficksburg, Senekal, Hellbron and 
Lindley. General Rundle, instead of 
throwing himself against the Boers en- 
trenched at Bedulphberg, moved toward 
Ficksburg and established communica- 
tion with General Brabant. The Boers 
marched parallel with Rundle, Intend- 
ing to seize a strong position on the 
Ficksburg road, but Rundle got there 
first. 


The 1600 Boers who were In this move- 


ment are now reported to be going else- 
where. 


The correspondents with General Run- 


die continue to point out the hardness of 
the flght of last Tuesday, but they be- 
lieve that it will be the last real resist- 
ance. Oolonel Lloyd was thrice wounded. 


General Buller's guna throw a shell or 


two toward the Boer positions in front 
of him occasionally. General Baden- 
Powell is still at MafeMnc. General 
Hunter's column IB marching unopposed 
Into the Transvaal beyond Llchttnburg.

ROBERTS AT THE FRONT 


British Commander as an Amer- 


• ican Correspondent Saw Him.

The following are some of Julian 


Ralph's impressions of Lord Roberts, 
founded on experience at the front, aa 
published in the London Daily Mail: 


The first time the correspondents 


eaw Roberts was at a railway car win- 
dow at Modder river. He sent for 
them and addressed them as one who 
speaks to friends. It seemed to them 
that he lifted every disability and 
Crushed away every limitation which 
had . hampered and almost crippled 
them in their work up to that time. 
They were to write what they pleased, 
be said, and it was not to be censored; 
.their telegrams only would be scruti- 
nized. They were to go wherever he 
went, wherever they willed to go. 


To me his face suggests the front of 


a granite mountain—seamed, lined, bat- 
tered by storm, strain and racking 
change. It records acquaintance with 
.every trial to which mortals are put, 
'all suffered in the solitude of undivid- 
ed responsibility. Care, worry, sick- 
ness, danger, unceasing reflection—all 
had left their marks there, yet all were 
written across a gentle, sympathetic 
countenance, never gay or merry, yet 
seldom stern and wholly ignorant of 
passion. I have known many great 
faces, but that of Lord Roberts is a 
face apart. I fancy that in the minds 
of their worshipers some of the soberer 
gods of the old mythologies had faces 
like bis. 


He dresses in serge khaki, which, 


plain as that always must be, he ren- 
ders plainer by ridding it of all orders 
and decorations. There are men on 
his staff—there was even an American 
newspaper reporter with one of the 
armies—who wear a line and a half of 
ribbons, but the chief, who is entitled 
to perhaps four lines, appears every 
day, for every duty and function, with, 
a tunic as bare of decorations as that 
of any civilian. He Is so neat and pre- 
cise in his dress that I suspect he must 
have been a dandy in earlier life. He 
Is quick and nervous in his movements, 
and his constant habit is to thrust ei- 
ther one or both hands under his belt, 
a practice which makes it easy for 
artists to familiarize his figure with 
the public. He is instantaneous and 
direct in conversation and goes as 
straight to the point in view as a well 
aimed bullet to a target. 


I have noticed that when he meets a 


new acquaintance he advances toward 
him eagerly, listens intently, and in 
three minutes either engages him in 
earnest conversation or has done with 
•him with a decisive nod of parting. 


With the army in South Africa his 


headquarters form a court, almost aa 
If he were a part of the royalty he rep- 
resents. You do not call on him. You 
sign your name in a book, and he 
sends for you later if he wants to see 
you. It may be a duke whom you find 
In the salle of the residency—as It was 
In my case—and who offers the regis- 
ter for you to sign. The field marshal 
works continuously and to do so has to 
be free from interruption; therefore 
visitors meet him only at luncheon or 
dinner. 


In Bloemfontein, where he was liv- 


ing between walls, his table was a 
small one standing a few feet from the 
head of the large, long table at which 
sat his staff, his ponderous, Impressive 
staff of distinguished men of the aris- 
tocracy. 
You dined with "Bobs" In 


khaki of course at bis small table, if 
you were highly honored, or you may 
dine with bis staff and be presented to 
him after the meal for a long or brief 
Interview as he pleases. That is pre- 
cisely the amount and extent of state 
about his surroundings. 


But all state vanishes when you 


touch the hand of the little man and 
talk with him about the two subjects 
which engross him—the war around 
him and politics at home. If you won- 
der that politics finds such spacious 
lodgment as it does in his mind, you 
have not remembered bow politics 
baa affected him in bis career as a 
general here in South Africa—when he 
could have prevented this war by a 
vastly smaller one—in Kandahar, in 
many fields. 


Lord Roberts never smokes tobacco, 


and with drink bo has little to do. One 
glass of wine with two of tho thres 
meals suffices him. He preaches tem- 
perance to his soldiers, and they al! 
know that be shows no patience witL 
those who drink to excess. He pre 
sides at meetings of the Army Temper- 
ance association and extols sobriety: 
but, HUe all broad minded men, he re 
trains from advocating the impossible 
—one form of which is total abstinence. 


Ho has never been known to use an 


oath, and, Indeed, there must be com 
paratively few men whose religion In- 
fluences them so deeply as dees bis ir> 
every affair of life. He never parados 
hia piety, never forces it on those 
around him. 
Yet on every Sunday 


since he Joined his army be has attend 
ed divine service. Not a word has IK 
ever spoken to tola staff suggesting 01 
ordering their presence; yet he is cer 
tain to attend the weekly service—a; 
example to the army so modestly at)' 
w persistently presented that It cannr 
help bat be powerful. When he too' 
the sacrament at Drelfonteln, 
tli

hint of the parading of religion. A

"He does possess them; that's all." la 


the best answer that I got; "I don't 
knor." how. but he does." 


"He is all thtaga to all men In the 


best sense of the phrase," said one 
who knows him well. "He has the 
royal gift of remembering everybpdy, 
the humane quality of flawless tact, 
the superior, almost superhuman, gift 
of Justice. Good men like him because 
he Is good, kindly men find a respon- 
sive chord lu his nature, and those 
who are stern feel that be, too. Is stern 
upon occasions." 


Lord Roberts has complimented a 


Tommy on bis soldlerlineas In such a 
way as to win tue mnu's loyalty to tlio 
end and surrender of his life, and on 
the very same day he has ordered home 
a general, knowing that the order car- 
ried with It the disgrace of a man who 
meant as well as himself, but had not 
the capacity to realize his ambition. 
His army will do anything for him— 
inarch longer, starve harder, go with- 
out tents, blankets and rum more days 
and weeks and die !n greater numbers 
for him than for any other man alive. 
And they will do all these things will- 
ingly and gladly, where other armies 
might protest and grumble and go 
ahead with sullenness. 
He can get 


more out of an army, from the guards 
down to the roughest scouting force 
(as he did between Modder river and 
Bloemfontein), than any Russian or 
German general could have extorted 
with ,iron and discipline and adaman- 
tine authority. 


It was the eo called "London pets"— 


the guards—who broke all European 
records In a three days' march into the 
Free State. Instead of grumbling they 
made It a matter for boasting. When- 
ever other privates would curse an- 
other leader Roberts' men would say 
simply, "Bobs knows what 'e's about; 
Bobs will do the Job." It suffices the 
majority merely to sum up Lord Rob- 
erts with this phrase: '"E's a man." 
He can make no mistake that his army 
will recognize. 
Whatever he orders 


or does is regarded'as the reflection of 
superhuman inspiration. 


Even if he fails he is certain to be 


considered infallible at the end. There 
may have been more than one Welling- 
ton at the head of Britain's armies in 
the past, but there has never been a 
previous Roberts. 
Never in English 


history has there been su<jb Idolatry or 
any such magnetic leader. 


When he visited Modder river, he 


found Lord Methuen established in the 
hotel, and that general had been at the 
pains to clear out a portion of the 
building and appoint it for the field 
marshal's lodgings. 
But Lord Rob- 


erts, thanking him, remarked that he 
had ordered bis tent to be set on the 
veldt and that there he meant to stay. 
When his army is in motion, march- 
Ing and fighting, he travels with a cov- 
ered wagon and a tent, the first being 
his house and the second his work- 
room. The wagon is a light four wheel- 
ed contrivance, whose top is a roomy 
and complete Inclosure and defense 
against rain and cold wind. On the 
sideboard is painted I-P. M. Lord Rob-

The census authorities have had some 


difficulty, not In enumerating the Chi- 
nese in the United States, but In classi- 
fying them and in fixing their ages, the 
latter trouble being caused by the dif- 
ference between the calendar used in 
this part of the world and that of the 
Chinese, which has the lunar months, 
giving some of the years 12, some 13 
months, says the Washington corre- 
spondent ot the New York Tribune. 
While every Chinaman so far Inter- 
viewed knows the month, day and hour 
of his birth, the Information Is useless 
to the bureau unless converted into the 
time adopted here. As an aid in secur- 
ing the proper dates Director Merriam 
has had a table made by an astronomer 
showing the corresponding dates In 
both calendars for the last 100 years. 
Hearing of this, Mr. Wu, the Chinese 
minister, who is one of the most ami- 
able and public spirited men, sent his 
own calendar, which was compiled by 
a Roman Catholic missionary in China, 
as a guide. The tables prepared for 
the census were carefully compared 
with the minister's table, and several 
mistakes were fouad and corrected. 


In all the work of the census Mr. 


Wu has shown the same lively interest 
evinced by him for all American insti- 
tutions and has been helpful to its of- 
ficials whenever opportunity offered. 
Among other things he prepared a 
proclamation, which was distributed 
under his official seal in all localities 
where there are Chlnesfe residents, ex- 
plaining the scope and purposes of th» 
census and calling upon his compatri- 
ots to give freely and frankly all the 
Information wanted and to aid the enu- 
merators in every possible way. The 
minister proposes, too, to follow the 
Initiative taken by some of the other 
foreign governments and send a repre- 
sentative to study the methods and 
workings of the present census. 


Br. Frank Baker of the Smithsonian 


institution has sent Elwood Ho'fer, a 
guide and hunter of the Yellowstone 
park, to catch some of the monster 
bears on Kadiak island, in the gulf of 
Alaska, for the National Zoological 
park, says the Chicago Record's Wash- 
ington correspondent. These bears are 
of the polar breed, perfectly white, 
with long, heavy fur, and at full 
growth are twice as large as the ordi- 
nary black bear of the Rocky moun- 
tains, weighing from 2,400 to 3,000 
pounds and standing as high as an or» 
dinary cow—the biggest carnivorous 
animate living. The tracks they leave 
In the snow have often measured 15 
inches long and 10 Inches wide. They 
are very savage and fight desperately 
when attacked. 
Several have been 


killed, and the skins have been brought 
to the United States, but no Kadiak 
bear was ever captured alive. Dr. Tar- 
leton H. Bean, the fish expert who Is 
in charge of the department of fisheries 
at the Paris exposition, while making 
an exploration of the fishing, resources 
of Kadiak island last year, saw a good 
many of these bears and describes 
them In graphic terms. He says that 
while climbing a rocky hill one day he 
saw a large drove of them near the 
coast running about and playing like 
BO many lambs. There must have been 
150 or 200 in the bunch, he says, and 
some of them were enormous.

"The consent of the governed! It is a 


fair phrase, but I have observed a great 
lack of definite meaning in those who 
use it. I have always thought it well 
in discussing any subject to know as a 
preliminary precisely what we mean 
by a word or a phrase. What do we 
mean by the "Consent of the govern- 
ed?" We quote it from the Declaration 
of Independence. What did Jefferson 
mean by the phrase? Some persons say 
that he meant the consent of all the 
governed. Others that he meant the 
consent of some of the governed. Senti- 
ment seems to be with the former 
amendment to Jefferson's language; the 
facts appear to be with the latter. But 
neither "all" nor "some" is in Jeffer- 
son's famous sentence. Nor is there 
any indication of how the consent is 
to be obtained or expressed, although 
the present especial guardians of the 
declaration seem to asssume that it 
must be by a vote. In order to inter- 
pret Jefferson's language aright let us 
see what kind of a government he was 
himself engaged in setting up, for there 
alone can we get light as to his mean- 
ing. The Declaration of Independence 
was the announcement of the existence 
of a new revolutionary government 
upon American soil. Upon whose cort- 
seint did it rest? Was it upon that of 
all the people; of all the colonies duly 
expressed? Most assuredly not. In the 
first place we must throw out all ne- 
groes and persons of African descent 
who formed about one-quarter of the 
population, and who were not consult- 
ed at all as to the proposed change of 
government. So we must immediately 
insert the word "white" in Jefferson's 
sentence. Let us go a step farther. 
Were women included in the word 
"governed?" 
They certainly were not 


permitted by voice or vote to express 
an opinion on this momentous question. 
They must, therefore, be excluded, and 
we must add to the word "white" the 
word "male" as a further limitation 
upon the governed, whom Jefferson had 
in mind."—Senator Lodge in Donahoe's 
Magazine.

It has been found In tbe war In 


South Africa that tbe armored trams 
run on the permanent railroad tracks 
have not proved so efficient as was ex- 
pected. This is due mainly to the fact 
that tbe Boers were able to locate them 
so readily, since they were of co^r^e 
confined to tbe railroads. After de- 
straying the roadway at any point 
they could at once locate their guns to 
cover the points where tbe armored 
train would be stopped and prepare to 
destroy it on Its arrival, for armored 
trains are protected only against small 
arm fire, it having been found imprac- 
ticable as yet to protect them against 
artillery flre. 


But a train protected against rifle tee 


is still of great service in war, there- 
fore England decided last fall to have 
a number of armored traction trains 
constructed for service, says tbe New 
York Sun. As they go across country 
they are not confined to the railroad 
lines, and so they cannot be BO easfly 
awaited or taken when seen. 


Unprotected traction engines were 


used for transport purposes hi 1870, 
the Germans moving their siege guns 
around Metz by their aid. In the war 
in South Africa they have bad more 
extended application, but when unpro- 
tected by armor they are~eo easily sub- 
ject to capture, even by the enemy's 
raiding parties, that they require a con- 
voy of troops to protect them. If, how- 
ever, they were armored, the gun de- 
tachments of tbe guns transported, or, 
in case other material la transported, of 
guns specially mounted, could protect 
themselves, and artillery would be re- 
quired for their capture. 


For these reasons England had six 


•uch traction trains constructed, each 
consisting of one armored engine and 
four bullet proof cars, two of which 
were recently completed and tested. In 
the test the cars were loaded with pig 
Iron to represent the load to be carried 
on service, and two 6 inch howitzers 
were hooked on at tbe end of the train, 
making the load behind the engine 33 
tons. With thitf load the engine found 
no difficulty in ascending a hill as steep 
as 1 In 18. The engineer has only two 
narrow slits on each side of tbe firebox 
as peeplioles for observation in steer- 
ing. Nevertheless he took part of the 
train (one car and a howitzer dragging 
behind it) over a newly plowed field 
and through a ga,t» only ten inches 
wider than tbe engine. 


The wheels for ordinary roads have 


riveted to them strips of tees, about 
five Inches across and two inches high, 
forming regular teeth, giving an excel- 
lent bite on the ground. For very soft 
ground special spuds are provided, 
which are sections of T iron about five 
Inches deep, flanged to hook over the 
edge of the wheel rim and so arranged 
as to be put on or taken off quickly and 
readily. For still softer ground a rope 
Is provided, by means of which when 
fastened to any fixed object ahead the 
engine can pull Itself along. The boil- 
er, engine and gears are inclosed In one 
quarter Inch nickel steel plates capable 
of resisting the small arm ballet at 20 
feet, stopping shrapnel or shell frag- 
ments. 


The cars are designed to take a 6 


Inch breecnloading howitzer and its 
limber Inside or a 4.7 inch gun. If the 
guns are dragged along behind, the 
cars are used to carry ammunition (100 
rounds for howitzer or 125 for 4.7 inch 
gun each). The cars are protected by 
quarter inch vertical armor and three- 
sixteenths inch side armor inclined at 
80 degrees. For loading and unloading 
each car is provided with two inclined 
ramps of heavy steel. 
Tbe rear of 


each car can be opened, and by means 
of tbe traction rope tbe engine can 
haul up the load. 


This new war material is carefully 


studied by all military nations, since it 
will undoubtedly find even greater ap- 
plication in a future war and because 
of tbe Immense Importance of trans- 
portation in general for an army in the 
field. Draft animals everywhere are 
being displaced by other forms of pow- 
er, and the domain of war is no excep- 
tion. It Is all tbe more Important to 
study this new material under the 
present circumstances because it Is be- 
ing tested under war conditions, and 
tbe results will furnish the best availa- 
ble data for any future application of 
It

An Officer In FfclU»plne» Telia <MT • 


MvurdercrM Incident. 


AD officer in the United States army 


now In the Philippines, writing to hie 
father In Washington, given some In- 
teresting facts illustrative of the char- 
acter of some of the natives, Bays the 
Washington Post In the course of fell 
letter he says: 


"The Malay character is bard to un- 


derstand. They have been crushed and 
maltreated for centuries and are not 
used to just treatment ill overtures 
of peace and good will as well as talk 
about pardou being granted on our part 
are taken by them as an indication of 
weakness. The best educated among 
them hardly know where America is, 
and all talk to them about equality and 
justice is time thrown away. All over- 
tures mode to this people not accom- 
panied with force are useless. It is on- 
ly ironclad justice for which they have 
any respect 


"Here is a sample of the Malay char- 


acter. It may interest you: Four miles 
north of this place, Namacpacan, there 
is a town of about 8,000 inhabitants 
called Bangai. 
In November, when 


General Young went north, the mayor 
of the town was a man named Manuel 
Bantista, who was in sympathy with 
the insurrectos, and he took to the 
hills. 
Captain 
and myself were 


ordered to Bangai in January to super- 
intend an election by the people. At 
that election Cipriano Qarino was 
elected president, or alcalde, and Scnor 
Bio Lopez secretary of Justice. Two 
days after this election Manuel Bantis- 
ta organized a band of bolomen, and at 
midnight the new president and the 
secretary of Justice were taken out and 
their throats cut. 


"These two murdered men married 


sisters who were daughters of a 
wealthy native named Antonio More- 
las. 
The gang, under Bantista, took 


the old man Morelas and his servant 
out and murdered them also. Morelas 
was a first cousin of the leader of this 
gang of murderers. The day after the 
murders Manuel Bantista and two of 
his gang were captured, and these 
three men have been in our guard- 
bouse ever since. There is no civil 
court to try them, although there is 
plenty of evidence to convict all three. 


"This is the kind of men who in large 


numbers are standing out against the 
authority of the United States and 
looking for an opportunity from am- 
bush to waylay and murder our Ml* 
diere."

HELD FOR GJ1AND JURY 


Alleged Wire Thief Arrest- 


ed in New York State 


Partially Confesses 


WAS FORMERLY A LOCAL MAN 


Drove Hera With a Companion, Whom 


He Alleges Did the Stealing. 


Claimed They Had a 


Load of Flatirons 


The man arrested in Schodack Land- 


ing, 
N. Y., on the charge of stealing 


copper wire from the local street rail- 
way, as reported yesterday, and who 
gave the name of Bartlett when ar- 
rested, proves to be a local Troy, Ray- 
mond Bosely, who went fiom here 
about 11 years ago and whose family 
now lives here, Bosely at first denied 
ail cc-nnectioni with the theft, saying 
that he was driving a. load of whose 
contents he was ignorant, but later 
told a Ions' story in which he admit- 
ted being here Thursday night, and 
driving the team while his companion 
stole the wire. He gave his compan- 
ion's name as Charles Myers, a Swede, 
who escaped in, Schodack Landing. 


Bosely was before a justice in Scho- 


dack Landing yesterday afternoon, and 
was charged with grand larceny in the 
second degree, which is practically1 the 
same as the charge of bringing stolen 
property into the state. He pleaded 
not guilty, but was held for the grand 
jury, and was last night taken to the 
jail in Troy, where he will await trial 
till September, unless the local author- 
ities should decide to g«t recuisition 
papers, and bring him to this state for 
ti'ial on the charge of larceny. This 
has not yet been decided upon. 


Boseiy's story was that since leavinst 


this city 11 years ago he has 
spent 


much of his time peddling the song 
books that are sold on the streets. 
Some time ago he bought a horse and 
wagon, in which to peddle goods, and 
that with Myers he drove throush 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Albany, and then 
to this ctty, reaehins here last Thurs- 
day, Buffalo Bill day. He and Mvers 
went to Dibble's mill, and secured a 
couple of large boxes. 
That night, Bosely says, they) drove 


along the old road: to Williamstown. 
and obout 10 o'clock they drove into a 
field about half way between Greylock 
and Blackinton. Then he savs Myers 
left him, and was g-one about five 
hours. Returning finally, Mye-rs told 
him to drive along, and Bosely savs 
that when about a Quarter of a mile 
tfiis side of "Williamstoavn station, 
Myers had him stop, and then bcr-n to 
throw heavy material, that sounded 
like wire, into the wagons They then 
drove along down towards the Hudson, 
and Bosely claims that he knew no- 
thing more about what was in the 
wagon. 


Sunday mornins the Jfove to Sho- 


dack Landing. There their actions 
aroused the suspicions of some farmers, 
to whom Myers said theyiwere peddling 
flatiron. Soon after Myers got off the 
wagon, and saying that he was going 
up to the village to get something to 
eat, disappeared for good. 


The farmers called a constable, and 


had Bosely arrested, and investigation 
shoved that his load was of wire In- 
F frnd cf flat irons. The consitaWo tele- 


"~r,ocl to Albanj*, where the theft of 
'i^ in this city was learned of, and 


word sent to Chief Dinneen. 


The number of wires in the wagon 


was greater than at first supposed, 
there being about 235 of them, all from 
the local road. President RicHmond 
said this morning that the road had 
probably suffered to thp extent of $500 
•within the last t\vo years in this way. 


This morning a telephone message 


was received fnm an official of the 
Mechanicvilel and Stillwater road, ask- 
ing for a description 01 the men, and 
when this was given, was positive that 
they were the ones who had robbed the 
road there in the same way. There is 
little reason to doubt that a gang whose 
whole business it was to rob street rail- 
ways of wire, has been broken into bv 
this arrest. 


Although Bosely sajfe he did not get 


out of the team where the wires were 
stolen, the fotoprinta there the next 
morning were of two men.
